DEPEW MAKES THE INQUIRY. 


Senator Remarks at the Close of the 
Hearing That Whittier’s Heroine 
Was an Idol of His Childhood. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—A large de‘e- 
gation from Frederick, Md., appeared be- 
fore the Committee on Claims of the House 


and Senate this week in behalf of the claim 
of the city of Frederick for $200,000. The 
beautiful little town of Frederick, ‘‘green- 
wailed by the hil!s of Maryland,’’ occupied 
,rather a conspicuous and unfortunate post- 
tion during the war. Part of the town 
was rebel and part union, and feeling ran 
high. One summer, it was in 1864, Gen. Ju- 
bal A. Karly thought to pay a visit to 
Washington, and as an escort took along 
some 20,000 to 30,000 veterans. He hoped to 
Zive the Federal authorities a _ surprise 
|party and thought he might be fortunate 
‘enough to take possession of the seat of 
‘government. En route he called.at Fred- 
erick and as a souvenir of his visit he sug- 
gested to the citizens of that place that 
they, being loyal sons of the South, should 
contribute $200,000 toward the support of 
the Southern Army, and particucarly that 
part of it under his immediate command. 

As the citizens displayed some reluctance 
to comply with his request, under threats 
Gen. Early pressed them, and the house- 
holders therefore went down into their 
é6trong boxes and the housewives into their 
stockings and produced the ready money 
with which Gen. Early marched away. The 
delay occasioned by this financial transac- 
tion. gave Grant time to throw into Wash- 
ington a part of his army, and when Gen. 
Karly reached the city, instead of finding 
is guarded only by a few department clerks 
and convalescents, as he had been led to 
believe, he found a falir-sized army look- 
ing down from _ well-made _ breastworks, 
prepared to give him the warmest recep- 
tion he could ask. He therefore returned 
southward, without calling on Lincoln or 
on Congress, as he had hoped. So to-day 
the delegation asked Congress to refund 
the $200,000, which they contend not only 
saved Frederick. but the nation's capital. 

It was toward the end of the hearing 
that Senator Depew drifted into the com- 
mittee room and took his seat. All the 
members of the delegation recognized him 
at once and a whisper ran around. the 
room, ‘“‘There’s Senator Depew.’ Mr. De- 
pew bowed and smiled at the recognition 
of his entrance. A few moments later the 
hearing closed and Mr. Depew blandiy re- 
marked: 

“There is one question which I would like 
to ask—one which I have long desired to 
have answered, and which, I think, Its of 
great historical interest. You gentlemen 
should be able to answer it better than 
any one else. I refer to the story of Bar- 
bara Frietchie.”’ 

Imemdiately half a dozen of the delega- 
tion sprang forward. On the poem of Whit- 
tier rests Frederick's claim to fame, and 
no loyal citizen of that burg would think 
for a moment of denying the truth of the 
story. So every one of these who volun- 
teered to speak was prepared to swear 
by all that was good and holy that the 
poem was as true as the Gospel. The 
testimony was cumul!ative. First Col. 
Go.dsborough, a veieran of the war and an 
old resident of Frederick, stepped forward 
and announced that he had known Barbara 
Frietchie well, thus establishing the fact 
of her existence and her identity. Senator 
McComas of Maryland supplemented this 
information by the announcement that he 
had seen the flag itself. At this a murmur 
of interest and approbation ran around the 
room. An elderly man, J. <. Hart, said 
that he had known Barbara personaily very 

He knew the house and had often 

the flag in the house. 

The testimony Was getting stronger and 
stronger. Mr. Hart, however, nearly ruined 
the case when he said he was under the 


woman who lived a few doors away, waved 
the flag. At this the loyal members of the 
lelegation gave vent to strong expressions 
of disapproval, and Mr. Hart retired in cone 
fusion. Col, Goldsborough then said that 
he was certain Mrs. Frietchie, who was 
intensely patriotic, had waved the flag as 
the Confederates retired from the city. As 
the Confederates under Jackson slowly re- 
tired at one end of the street, the Federals 
under burnside entered at the other end 
of the street. Mrs, Frietchie flung the flag 
to the breeze as the Confederates with- 
drew and the Federals cheered it as they 
entered the town. An officer on Burnside’s 
staff witnessed the ep.sode and wrote ta 
Whittier about it, and the poet obtained 
from the postmaster of Frederick the in- 
formation on which he based the story.

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ELECTION OF UNITED STATES SENATORS. 


‘A joint resolution proposing a constitutional amendment 
providing for the election of United States Senators by direct 
vote of the people passed the House of Representatives Fri- 
day by a vote of 240 to 15. , 

This overwhelming majority reflects the popular sentiment 
on the subject. Coming immediately after the Clark and 
Quay scandals, it emphasizes the need of the reform. 

This movement is strictly in line with Democratic devel. 
opment. It expresses the desire of the people to get more 
nearly in touch with their representatives and remove all 
intervening influences. 

Direct election insures the State against unworthy public 
Servants in the Senate. A majority of the Legislature may be 
bought. The temptation to buy invites adventurers into pub- 
life life who are utterly unfit for the trust. But a majority 
of the people cannot be bought. The rascal who would ae) 
about to debauch the entire population of a State, or a con- 
siderable part of it, would need a longer purse than the aver- 
age adventurer even of the Addicks type possesses. 

A majority of State Legislatures have expressed themselves 
in favor of this amendment. Backed by a tireless agitation 
it can be carried against all opposition.

Meanwhile, every effort should be made to save young girls 
-—and boys, too—from the burdens which are too heavy for 
youth. If the toils of maturity are enjoined upon the young, 
they are pretty sure to be weakened for the responsibilities 
of manhood and womanhood

SMALL FLUCTUTIONS WITH THE 
RANGE TENDING DOWNWARD. 


NEWS WAS GENERALLY BEARISH 


Crop Damage Reports and Small Ship- 
ments From the Argentine Tend 
to Offset This Effect.

Prices in the grain pit during the past 
weck were generally inclined to go lower. 
There were occasional spurts of small mag- 
nitude, which had little real effect on the 
market and none in the way of changing 
the opinion of traders, who still look for 
much lower prices in the fine grain. 

The range was narrow and the market 
of a holiday nature, the pit not being in a 
humor to trade heavily, but to await <die- 


velopments. 

Generally news was favorable to lower 
prices, the pit being inclined to discount 
any bullish étems taking a one-sided view 
of them. Crop damage reports there were, 
but many of them came from unreliable 
sources, consequently did not have so much 
effect on the future. A report of damage 
done ins France by recent severe storms 
was considered only in part. The habit 
which certain French traders have fallen 
into of send fake cables, leads traders on 
this side to be extremely careful in their 
dealings and cautious in acting upon for- 
elgn advices. ; oy 

A small decrease in the Argentine ship- 
ments and also the exports were bearish 
items, which it was impossible to entirely 
overlook. 

The lower cables, which have been almost 
daily occurrences, are of minor importance 
in calculating the course of the market. 

They have to be considered, of course, 
but only in the light of reflections of Amer- 
ican trade of the day before, Advances 
or setbacks which more than account fol 
local changes can be used as influences 
affecting our trade, but when, as they usu- 
ally are, simply up to local fluctuations they 
are dead issues. 

The markets opened strong last week on 
bullish news, of which the small 
shipments was an important part. 
prices sagged somewhat, again ad- 
and finally closing steady and 
change. Every future in the 
list. excepting April, was dealt in at times 
during the past week, even Oats, usually 
neglected, were not forgotten. Bie 

Traders are united in the opinion that 
lower prices for wheat will prevall. They 
are doubtful regarding corn, immense daily 
receipts making calculating on that grain 
uncertain, when it is considered that we 
still make fair exports and that there 1s 
an average demand for home consumption, 

Wheat is not doing much in the way of 
export business. Demands from abroad 
are light and even shipments from Argen- 
tine show a falling off. Withouta material 
increase in this business our prices can- 
not advance and will probably go iower.

MENDS DISCUSSED. 


THE RAY BILL INDORSED. 


Resolutions Urging the Passage of the 
Bill Were Referred to Committee 
on Legislation. 


The bankruptcy laws and proposed 


amendments 
discussion at the April meeting of the St. 
Louis Credit Men’s Association, in the 
Mercantile Club last night. 

Addresses were made by Nathan Frank 
of St. Louis and Joseph V. E. Marsh of 
Alton, Ill The discussion which followed 
was participated in by President Richard 
Hanlon of the Association, Secretary 
Foote, C. M. Shiriey, J. B. Chambers, 
Louis T. Tune, F, A. Sudbolt, C. W. Fitch, 
Wm E. Schweppe, Joseph Furth cnd oth- 
ers. Nearly a hundred representative busi- 
hess men were present, 

After the discussion Geo. R. Barclay of 
the legislative committee presented reso- 
futions favoring the passage of what is 
known as the Ray bill, now before Con- 
gress, amending the present bankruptcy 
law so that preferences shall not be shown 
in the setting of bankrupt estates and in 
other ways seeking to equaiize the rights 
and standing of all creditors under the 
bankruptcy act. 

7 resolutions also favored requesting 
Missouri Senators and Representatives 
aarti to urge the passage of the Ray 


idi. 
While these resolutions tn the main in- 
dcated the sentiment of the meeting, it 
was voted to refer them hack to the legs- 
lative committee for revision in order to 
have the St. Louis association «ct more 
nearly in unison wth the National Asso- 
Ciation of Credit Men. 

A etter from Secretary Pendergast of 
the National Association was read which 
urged the importance of all branch asso- 
Cations takirg action uniform with that 
of the national organization, which is pre- 
paring a memorial to Congress favoring the 
Ray amendments. 

At the meeting May 10, which President 
Hanlon announced would be a very :mport- 
ant one, the revised resolutions will come 
before the association. 
Mr. Frank's address 
Talk on Bankruptcy.” The speaker re- 
viewed the history of bankruptcy laws in 
the United States and urged the passage 
of amendments to the present law which 
will have the effect of making it more dif- 
ficult to obtain discharge ‘n bankruptcy. 
Strong efforts on behalf of creditors and 
by credit men in organizations 
made to this erd. 

“The bankruptcy act,’’ said Mr. Frank. 
‘can’t be made too strong in the way of 
withholding ‘benefits from a bankrupt who, 
after insoivency, shall do any act to defeat 
the purposes of the law of bankruptcy, 
which purposes are very simple: Equality 
among creditors; rataible distribution of as- 
sets among all creditors. Th's law (the 
Ray bili) will promote and foster credits, 
and the mercantile interests of the countrv 
w'l! be extended to all the States and Ter- 
ritories. I am satisfied that the result of 
his bill will be to reduce the number of fail- 
ures, increase the amount of assets paid by 
the estates of nsolvents, and substitute one 
uniform equitable law for the inconsistent 
and inefficient State laws.’’ 
Mr. Marsh's address was a continuation 
of the topic pursued by the first speaker. 
He recommended the Ray bil] as the most 
carefully prepared one now before Con- 
gress to the effect that when a debtor 
makes a false statement as to his financial] 
condition and thereby obtains additional 
credit, a discharge will not release him 
from that portion of his indebtedness rep- 
resented by the new credit fraudulently ob- 
tained, 

The law as to preferences was handled 
by Mr. Marsh in a manner that evoked 
much comment after he had ceased speak- 
ing. He believed that when a partial pay- 
ment had been made to a creditor before 
the debtor went Into bankruptcy, and when 
the creditor did not connive to get the 
payment, he should have certain rights 
as to retaining the money paid, rights 
which are not now guaranteed him under 
the courts’ construction of the law. 

A letter from George D. Coles, a referee 
in bankruptcy, was read, urging united 
action in favor of the Ray amendments. 

A communication from Secretary Pren- 
dergast of the National Association called 
attention to the prosecution fund for the 
investigation of those who fall fraudulent- 
ly. Circulars advocating the raising of 
such a fund are to ‘be sent to members of 
Credit Men's Assoctetions aj] over the 
country. =

HIS STRATEGY FOUND WANTING,

Gen. Cronje Subjected to More Humili- 
ations, a Regiment of Colored 
Soldiers Having Been Sent 
to Guard Him at St. 

Helena,

LONDON, April 14.—Cecil Rhodes has 
kept in retirement at the Burlington Hotel 
since his arrival in London. Sunday he 
spent at his quiet country home near Ox- 
bridge. 
At the Burlington Hotel Rhodes has re- 
ceived several distingu’shed visitors, in- 
cluding Lord Rothschild, Fred Beit, Vis- 
count Peel and Flora Shaw, who was his 
intermediary with the Colonial Office before 
the Jameson raid. 

Rhodes is said to be in a terrible temper. 
He inveighs all the time against the man- 
agers of the South African campaign, at- 
tributing everything to the sheer incompe- 
tency of the British generals. His fr ends 
are apprehensive lest he may break out 
with some speech which will render him 
unpopular. 

His attack on the generals in his interview 
with Julian Ralph has been ignored, but an- 
other indiscretion would start a conflagra- 
tion. It is hopeless to try to boom Rhode- 
sian stocks in the present unsettled state 
of things in South Africa, and Rhodes talks 
of going back next yom 

Gen. Lord Kitchener’s reputation has been 
seriously compromised); not only by his 
strategic blunder at Paardeburg, which cost 
1,500 men in a single day’s fighting, but a.so 
by the complete failure of Lord Roberts’ 
transport service which Gen. Kitchener or- 
ganized. 

Kitchener’s expedition through Northern 
Cape Colony to quell the rebellion also 
proved an utter flasco, and his officers, 
among whom his stern, overbearing meth- 
ods make him highly unpopular, write most 
disparagingly conceining him. It has been 
remarked here that Lord Roberts has ig- 


nored Kitchener in his dispatches since the 
Paardeburg blunder. 

St. Helena has been garrisoned by the 
Third Battalion of the West Indla regi- 
ment (colored). These will supp!y the 
guards for Gen. Cronje, which, in the eyes 
of the Boers, constitutes one of the wurst 
Senrons iene to which they could be sub- 
ected, 

The Boers have been most punctillous 
about seetng that natives should not be 
brought in contact with the Br.tish prison- 
ers, except in menial capacities, although 
the provisions of Boer guards for the krge 
and increasing body of British captives has 
p.aced a serious strain on the resources of 
the Pretoria war executive. 

The City Imperial Volunteers of London, 
sent to South Africa without any transport 
corps, are suffering severe privationg which 
are causing grave discontent among the 
members. <A letter from an officer, read 
by a Post-Dispatch correspondent says: 

“Cn the march from Paardeburg to 
Bloemfontein Lord Roberts’ whole force 
was on short rations. We, through having 
no transport, literally starved and only got 
what we could ‘cadge’ from the regimental 
transport or loot. For two days I had to 
eubsist on two bisciits. 

‘Roberts’ proclamation makes tIooting 
punishabie by death, but we surmount that 
difficulty by helping ourselves to any food 
we can lay hold of at the Boer farm houses 
and then tendering the smailest coin avuil- 
able in payment. That transforms looting 
into a commercial transaction. 

‘Since we reached Bicemfontein we have 
been somewhat better off, but we are still 
without regular transport. 

“What between starving ourselves, see- 
having no camp equipment, little sleep, be- 
ing snipped perpetually, making ‘long 
marches under a tropical sun through dust 
storms, varied with rain that drenches to 
the skin, lying in the open veldt 
nights in wet clothes, this is no picnie. 

‘“‘Lord Roberts says we will embark home 
in a month, that is our only consolation. 

“War is 98 per cent fatigue and priva- 
tion, with 2 per ceat fighting. It is hor- 
rible disenchantment.” 


It was supposed that Count Adalhbert 
Sternberg, taken prisorer at K'mber'ey, 
was acting as a war correspondent, but he 
really was serving with the Boer forces 
When he first came to London he wae in- 
vited to dine at the House of Commons 
by St. John Brodrick, under Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs, to meet Arthur Ba‘four. 

They chatted about. the war for 
hours, Next day Balfour received informa- 
tion of Sternbere’s true relation with the 
3oers. An order went forth that he was 
to be socially cut. 

This antagonized Sternberg, who was not 
respons'ble for the misunderstanding. He 
sent an indignant letter to Balfour. The 
Austrian Ambaesador, urged by Lord Sal's- 
bury, induced Sternberg to leave London 

Sternberg went to Paris, where he ener- 
geticaliy fomented the Anglophobe agita- 
tion. He ts an extremely proud, punctilius 
Austrian of the highest standing at the 
Viennese exclusive court. He Is an intimate 
friend of the Prince of Wales, very 
wealthy, an exceptionally brilliant writer, 
and has composed several stirring lyrical 
poeme on the Boers, which he now Intends

In the rear of this 
building, between it and the Rue Fabert, 
are the annex pavillions of several foreign

Beginning with the pavilion § furthest 
from the Hotel des Invalides, the nation- 
alities of the pavilions are as follows: Ja- 
pan, with a tea garden: Austria, with a 
Viennese restaurant; Hungary, Denmark, 
Italy, Great Britain. United (7eT- 
many, Russia and Belgium. These pavil- 
have been erected in various forms 
of architecture, all having, however, 69 
conform to the exigencies of the place, for 
no one was permitted to cut down the 
trees, which at this part of the Esplanade 
are very beautiful. Particularly have the 
architects of the American annex, which 
is known as the United States Publishers’ 
Building, turned to beautiful effect the 
trees which grow in the Iinclosure.

In addition to the National Pavilion and 
the Publishers’ Building, there are also a 
United States Annex to Agriculture at the 
southwest corner of the Champ de Mars, a 
United States Annex to Forestry, on the 
left bank of the Seine, near the French Pal- 
ace of Forestry and Fishing, and a United 
GStutes Annex to Mercantile Marine, on the 
@uai d’Orsay, near the French exhibit of 
the same character. 

The British National Pavilion in the 
Street of Nations is a copy of Kingston 
House, and is a very effective architectural 
achievement. It is painted a tasieful dull 
brick Among the other important 
pavilions here situated are the imitation of 
the magnificent Brussels Hotel de Viile, a 
Nurnberg tower, and three most original

The fourth section of the exposition I!s 
included in the continuation of the Quai 
beyond the pavilions of foreign govern- 
ments and in the (Champ de Mars. After 
the Mexican pavilion appears the Army 
and Navy Building, overlooking the river; 
then appear a Russian and a British mill- 
tary annex. In a circular building just 
west of the Army and Navy Building will 
be a remarkable exhibit showing Creusot 
guns in process of manufacture. This gun, 
it will be recalled, is the principal artillery 
weapon of the Boers. 

The Champ de Mars {s entered under the 
I’. ffel Tower. Here are the principal French 
industrial buildings. The Salle des Fetes, 
or Festival Hall, at the foot of the Champ 
de Mars, can accommodate 20,000 persons. 
Clustered around the Eiffel Tower will be 


numerous amus'ng and instructive enter 


talnments, which will emphasize the invene 
tive and artistic genius of the French. Un- 
like the Chicago World's Fair, the Paris 
Exposition will often present ite amusement 
bu ldings among the palaces given over to 
ser'ous subjects, thus forming a pleasing 
variety at nearly every portion of the 
grounds. 


Before crossing the Bridge of Jena, which 
leads to the Trocadero section of the exrpo- 
sition, the visitor will pass between the 
mercantile marine exhibit on the right and 
the Palace of Forestry and Fishing. The 
Bridge of Jena will take the visitors to the 
north bank of the Seine and to the cres- 
cent-shaped park of the Trocadero, which 
has been bullt over with the colonial pa- 
Villons, including the British end Indian 
Palace, the most !mportant in size, and vae 
rious Russian, Astatic, Chinese and Slame 
ese villages, which, with the dome of the 
Trocadero rising tn the background, will 
form one of the most picturesque scenes of 
the fair. 


The Lami!inous Palace, which wil! probably 
be the greatest piece of glass and stained 
glasswork ever undertaken, !s being built 
close to the Etffe] Tower, and will be ren- 
dered attractive by day as well as by night. 
Its staircases will be of crystal, and its 
@romoters claim that it will display tne 
most curious exhibition of electric lights 
combined with a fairy-like arrangement of 
Stained glass and crystal ever witnessed. 

The facade will present the aspect of an 
immense portico, the roof resting on multl- 
colored glass colonnades. Both from the 
interiar and the exterior the palace will be 
rendered completely luminous. In addition 
to the pavilion, there will be a crystal 
grotto imitating fee, and visitors will be 
continually walking ona sheet of fee, of 
fantastic depth, which will be seen to be 
inhabited by fish of an antediluvian epach, 

The monumental main entrance to the 
Exhibition, which ts very far advanced, 
is «<omposed of three large arches, 2 
meters apart, joined in the form of a 
triangle, bearing a hemispherie cupola, cov- 
ering an area of SO square yards. Thia 
arch is surmounted with a frontal! bearing 
the arms of the city of Paris, which serves 
as a pedestal for a colossal statue of Lib- 
erty 

This statue is designed to represent Paris, 
and the sculptor who has been intrusted 
with the work has hit upon the original 
idea of treating the figure as a modern 
Parisienne, with every detall of her tollette 
up to date, instead of the traditional classic 
draperies that were expected. This figure, 
no doubt, will be very much discussed, but 
it cannot be denied that the effect is most 
striking. 

In artistic circles this innovation has 
created no little sensation, the younger 


generation applauding what they call a atep 
in the right direction, whiist the Acade- 
mic School condemns it as a sacrilege to 
arts 

By an tIngentous device the ticket office 
will be arranged so as to admit sixty 
thousand persons to the Exposition per 
hour. The construction of this monu- 
ment is said to cost no less*than six hun- 
dred francs. The general coloring of the 
exterior of this entrance is creamy white, 
but the majority of it is covered with a 
pylichreme decoration where a reddish gold 
and black predominate. There are to be 
3116 Incandescent lamps, In a@ variety of col- 
ors and shapes surrounding the arch, as 
well as other styles of thumindtion calcu- 
lated to be of dazzling efféct.

WHLV® thousand people in the Mis- 
souri-Kansas mineral district live in 
tents the year round. 

In Joplin, the metropolis of the district, 
eut of &@ population estimated at 3,000, 10 
per cent dwell in tents. In the outlying 
campe the percentage of tenters is larger 
than tn town, but the ratio is decreasing. 
While there are more people in Joplin and 
the mining @istrict at this time whose only 
roof tree is a sheet of 12-ounce ducking 
than at the same time a year ago, the In- 
erease bas mot kept pace with the total 
@rowth of population , 
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Caste finds its way among tenters as cer- 
tain as it exists anywhere and the lines 
of demarcation are usually drawn on moral 
«rounds. No matter how straitened the cir- 
cumstances a tenting family is, if they be 
decent and show a disposition to be fair 
and honest In their dealings with neigh- 
bors, they will find plenty of sympathy gna 
assistance. Not all people live in tents be- 
cause they cannot afford to rent a house. 
Instances are known where, since the 
boom set In, men have rented their houses 
and moved thelr families into tenta. Oth- 
ere bave chosen tenting in order to save 
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exhorbitant rents, while still others endure 
this mode of habitation so that the family 
can be near the work of the breadwinner. 
Bome few, and they are very few, campel 
their families to live in tents #o they can 
have more money with which to gamble 
and drink. 

An instance of this kind 1s called to mind 
of a man whose services commanded $15 
per week, whether he worked all the time 
or not. When his habits and condition be- 
came known the other tenters in the lo- 
cality made it so uncomfortable for him 
that he left Had the fellow expended only 


half his income on liquor and crap tables, 
and the other half in prospecting while 
the wife took in washing to keep the fam- 
lly going, no vialence would have been 
done the ethical code of the tenting com- 
munity.

Indians were quick to see thetr advantage, 
and they pressed closer and rained arrows 
upon the doomed man and horse. 

Mrs. Burnham, schooled to vigilance by 
the dangers of frontier Hfa came to the 
door just in time to see her husband's horse 
fall and hear the exultant shouts of the 
merciless savages as they rushed toward 
him. Ghe seized a rifle and ran to her 
husband's rescue. 

Before she reached the ecene of the con- 
flict an extraordinary thing occurred. Mr. 
Burrham fell forward, fainting, on his 
face, with his revolver etill grasped in his 
hand under his breast. There were four 
bullets in the gun. Mr. Burnham's hat fell 
off, exposing bis bald head, and when the 
Indians rushed upon him with drawn sealp- 
ing knives to take a trophy of the battte 
they spent one fatal moment jabbering 
about Mf. Burnaham’s Dare skull. 

While the Comanches were laughing 
about their fallen foe's bald head Mr. 
Burnham suddenly recovered his serses, 
and instantly realizing what had happened 
he sprang to his feet and began to shoot 
at his surprised assailants. Four Coman- 
ches fell, end the others fied from @ man 
whom they afterward described as “one 
who could come to life.” Mes. Burnham 
added tu the terror of the retreating Indians 
by sending a shot after them which hit one. 
Mrs. Burnham carried her husband to the 
house, where she drew thirteen arrows from 
his body. The brave old ploneer died from 
his wounds several years later. 

Perhaps the most daring of the family 
was old Ruffalo Burnham. When young 
Fred Rurnham was about 16 years oM he 
was captured and carried off into the 
mountains by a band of marauding Co- 
manches. Though the tral plainly showed 
that there was a large body of Indians In 
the party that had possession of the young 
Texan, ol14 Buffalo boldly pursued them 
alone. The veteran had spent a great deal 
of his life with the Tonqua Indians, who 
were the allies of the Texans, and through 
his intercourse with them he had learned 
the Comanche language Fearing that the 
savages might kiN his nephew, to whom 
he waa greatly attached, he 4i4 not wait 
for reinforcements when he came within 
eight of his enemies. Straightening up in 
hia stirrups he spurred his horse into « 
wild run and circled about the tepee of the 
chief. Amaszed at euch audacity, old But- 
falo Hump eignaied to enter to dis- 

ount and accept his hospits : 

” ulate Burnham astounded the chief by 
addressing him tn his own tongue, and tell- 
ing him that he had ventured alone into his 
camp to secure the release of his nephew. 
The old Comanche ehief told him that he 
admired hie courage, and asked him what 
he had to give for the prisoner. The brave 
Texan looked the Indian fearlessly in the 
eyes, and then, slapping his band upon his 
own breast, sald, “Myself! I will give you 
old Buffalo Burnham. Bind me and set the 
boy loose and free to return to his mother, 


who mourns for him.” 

“My young men will burn you with Gre,” 
paid the chief. 

“Let them light thelr fires and when the 
young boy has been #et free and his face 
has been turned toward his mother I will 
stand in the flames and die to please Buffalo 
Hump’s young werriors and his squaws 
and children.” 

Struck by this extraordinary act ef valer, 
Ruffalo Hump ordered the boy te be re 
leased, and, taking the youth's hand tn bie 
own, he led him forward and pressed his 
head againet the white man's bosom. 

“You may go,"" he eaid, “for euch love end 
such bravery Buffalco Hump's eyes never 
saw before."’

The story of the picture now In possession 
of Mr. Kerwin ia thus told by Paul E., 
hiarney: 

“*The Adoration of the Magi,’ represent- 
ing the wise men of the Fast at the cradle 
of Christ, was painted by Velasquez. The 
original is new in the art gallery at Mad- 
rid Veliusquez was the most celebrated 
painter of his time in Spain. His pictures, 
white not ranking with those of other paint- 
ings on the same subjects, are jealously 
guarded on account of thelr rarity, and 
most of them are in the keeping of the 
Spanish Government. Among them ts ‘The 
Adoration of the Magi.’ Soon after the 
picture wae painted, the original study of it,

Mr. Kerwin 
first took the picture to his room. Later 
he had it framed at an Alton picture store 
The framer decided that the picture ought 
tu be trimmed.

“Nobody who ever handled the picture 
can recall the name it once bore, but the 
Similarity of the sketch to the painting,

“Diego Rodriguez de Silva y Velasquez 
(Lov9-1660), was bern near Madrid. In 1619, 
at the age of 3. he painted “The Adoration 
of the Magi,’ now almost priceless, whiah 
still hangs in the great gallery at Madrid.

RCHBISHOP IRELAND haa been 
summoned to Rome and it is believed 
in high Catholic circles that the Pope

HIS PERSONALITY. 


The personality of Archbishop Ireland is 
striking. He bas « large, intellectual head, 
perohed on a pair of broad shoulders. His 
nose resembles thet of Napier, indicating 
great firmmess of character. He hes the 
pleasing Irigh blue eye, high cheek bones 
of the Lincoln type and an expansive chin 
and mouth. In repose a thoughtful ex- 
pression hovers about his mouth. He plays 
Iittle attention to dress, hig attire being 
far plainer than most of his subordinete 
clergy, and he olings to the old-fashioned 
top boota. 

It is gaid of Archbishop Ireland that he 
fights hard, but he fights fair. He expects 
his opponent to fight fair, and when the 


contest ‘s over he ig the first to renew 
friendship—uniless the enemy has been wn- 
fair or deceptive or dishonest. Then lok 
out for him. 

As a epeaker he !s forceful, with a wealth 
of imagery and a French style of expres- 
sion and gesticulation. He approaches his 
magnificent climaxes, as Father Phean 
once saki, “Ilke a race horses who knew 
the hurdles and waa conscious of his pow- 
er.”’ He hae no national antipathies, and 
is a great admirer of the German people 
and literature. In fact. he speaks German 
well. 

His personal courage is {liustrated in the 
following story, related by himeelf: 

‘In 1887 I was a passenger on the ship 
Umbria, which carried William O’Brien to 
America. You remember that visit, how 
O’Brien was mobbed on his way to Montre- 
al, and allt that? Aboard the ship was an 
Irieh lawyer named Fox, an Orangeman 
and a pugnacious creature generally. Of 
course he didn’t like O’Brien, and by the 
time the ship was two days out from 
Queenstown he had organized a party of 
passengers who hissed O’Brien every time 
he came on deck or in#& the saloon.

“This wasn't pleasant for the rest of ua, 
but we didn’t say a word until one day 
O’Brien slipped as he was leaning over the 
railing contemplating (in imagination) the 
beasts of the sea, and nearly fel] overboard. 
Fox stood in the center of a group not far 
away, and he and the rest of them hooted 
and made other disagreeable noises. That 
aroused my Irish, and, walking firm and 
fierce over to them, I said in my most com- 
manding voice:

John Ireland, Archbishop of St. Paul, was 
born at Burn-Church, County Kilkinney, 
Irelam4, Sept. 11, 1838, and came to this 
country with his parents in 1H9, going al- 
most immediately to the little town of St. 
Paul. The territory of Minnesota, was 
erected that year and one-half ita lands 
were still in possession of the Sioux In- 
dians. But there was a parochial schoo! in 
St. Paul, and young Ireland attended it 
until 1858, when he wee sent to the Petit 
Seminaire, Meximeux, France, where he 


remained four years, In 1857 he began the | 


gtudy of theology at the Grand Seminaice, 
at Hyeres, near Tonton, France, where he 
graduated and was ordained a priest Dec. 


Zi, 1861. 

At 2 the young priest returned to thig 
country to find the people engaged in civil 
war. He went to St. Paul and became the 
chapbain of the Fifth Minnesota Regiment. 
In battle he laid aside the clerical garb 
whenever he could help the men on the 
fighting Nne, and did not resume it until 
the wounded and dying needed his minis- 
trators. 


AS A SOLDIER. 


He is popularly credited with having 
saved the day for the Northern army at 
Corinth, Oct. 2, 1862. His regiment was 
hard-pressed and in a desperate situation. 
If it fell back, all would be lost. Every 
man was manifesting all the fight there 
was in him—but just then the powder gave 
out. 

Irelamd had foreseen the need and met it 
by carrying sacks of cartridges back and 
forth on the firing line all through the fight, 
inspiring and giving meateriai ald to the 
men at the same time. 

Returning from the war he became rector 
of the Cathedral of St. Paul where his 
eloquence and activity soon made him ae 
power in the Northwest. Colonization was 
for a time his favorite theme. He pur- 
chased large tracts of land in Minnesota, 
on whichh e settled over 2000 Catholics.

Rome with Bishop Keane of Richmond— 
having been previously made coadjutor to 
Bishop Grace of St. Pauul—to present «a 
joint report to the Holy See on the neoes- 
sity for establishing a Catholic Untveralty 
in the city of Washington. 

In 1888 the diocese of St. Paul was erect- 
ed to a metropolitan see, and on May 18 
of that year Bishop Irelaml became its 
first Archbishop. 


THE FARIBAULT PLAN. 


It was in 1891 that Archbishop Ireland 
brought down upon himself the cfiticiem 
of Archbishop Corrigan and others for de- 
vVising a public education project known 
to history as “the Farthbault plan.” The 
Catholics had erected a substantial school 
Dullding at Faribault, Minn. There were 
teachers in plenty, but Little or no money 
to pay them with. The city needed a pub- 
Nic school building in that section of the 
town. 

The Catholics proposed thet tf the oity 
would pay the teachers of the parochial 
school, they would agree to have no re 
gious observances, teachings or appli- 
ances in the buflding during reguler echool 
hours and the school would be thrown open 
to the public, the Catholic teachers mean- 
while to pass the examination for certi- 
cates required by the State law. 

The School Board agreed to the propost. 
tion. The Catholic scholars woul4 Ampem - 
dle at the church and say mass at 8:30, 
going thence in a body to school. Imme- 
diately after 3:30 In the afternoon, when the 
Protestant children were dismissed, the 
Catholic children said their catechiam, thus 
apparently satisfying both Protestants and 
Catholics of that neighborhood. Shortly 
afterward the same plan was adopted and 
successfully carried on at Stillwater, Minn. 

But the incident aroused Archbishop Cor. 
rigan, who carried his contention to Rome. 
On April 30, 1892, the congregation of the 
propaganda issued its decree, which virtu- 
ally approved of what Archbishop Ireland 
had done, but left in some doubt the ques. 
tion of whether the extension of the plan 
would be approved. 


“AMERICANISM..” 


But all this while the Archbishop hed the 
stanch personal support of Pope Leo, and 
during 1898, when the question of papal 
mediation between Spain and the United 
States appeared imminent, Archbishop Ire 
land was found in Washington as the per- 
sonal representative of His Holiness. 

Early in 1899 the Archbishop's alert ene 
mies discovered that he had written a pre. 
face for a French translation of the “Life 
of Father Hecker.”” The preface praised 
Father Hecker as a mode) priest, and the 
Archbishop became involved in the dispute 
over the teachings of the book, which were 
condemned in a especial papal encyclical 
under the name of “Americanism.” Aroh- 
bishop Ireland, being in Rome when the 
encyclical was published, promptly gave it | 
his adherence and demonstated that the al-— 
leged lay teachings in the book were only 
errors resulting from poor translation. And 
again he was victorious. 

In May, 1899, in response to an tmvéte- 
tion, Archbishop Ireland, at Orfeams, 
France, delivered a panegyric on Joan of | 
(Arc, speaking In French and completely 
captivating the French people

In the present day and when not intended 
to illustrate some particular stage effect, or 
the like, marches are usually made up of 
an introduction, a first theme, second 
theme, third theme or trio, interlude and 
repetition of the trio. The introduction ts 
always on the elaborate order, and of from 
four to eighth measures in length, played 
fortissimo, in which the percussion Instru- 
ments are used to good effect. Then fol- 
lows the first theme—usually 32 measures 
long, and played rather loud. 


After this, and most always in the same 
key, the second theme appears, half loud, 
and not necessarily very much unlike the 
first—also 32 measures. 


Now comes, in the writer’s mind, the most 
important movement or theme of all, that 
is the ‘trio.”” This is considered the most 
important of all, because its melody must De 
chosen with the knowledge that it must 
sound equally well, being played both plan- 
issimo and fortissimo, The key is changed 
to one which bears good relatian to that 
just left, and the trio movement is started 
off in soft, flowing, sustained tones—‘‘Molte 
legato et sostenuto."’ The theme is com- 
pleted in about 82 measures, when there 
comes a sharp contrast by the appearance, 
in some relative key, of a fortissimo pas- 
sage of an entirely different nature, of from 
eight to 2 measures. Then, with ail vol- 
ume pussible, the original theme of the trio 
recurs In all its massiveness and grandeur, 
and such Is the manner in which the aver- 
age march of to-day !s constructed.

How Often Should Hair Be Washed? 

MARIE.—Wash the hair at least once @ 
week. Try either one of the shampoos for 
which I give you formulas: 

Egg Shampoo.—Yoik of one egg. one pint of hot 
rain water, one ounce of spirit of rosemary; beat 
the mixture up thoroughly and use it warm, rub- 
bing it well into the skin of the bead. Rinse thor- 
oughly in several waters. 

Formula for Shampoo.—Melt a cake of pure olive 
oll soap in a quart of bolling water. fhen the 
soap is dissolved the result will be almost a jelly. 
Take of this jelly, say, two large tablespoonfuls, 
and a small lump of common washing soda about 
the size of a filbert. First wet the hair thorough- 
ly with hot water, then rub the shampoo mixture 
well Into the roots. Rinse thoroughly ia several 
weters. Then carefully dry. 

Use the scrubbing brush on your Lose, 
as well as cver the rest of the face. A 
fine face powder will do no harm, but ell 
foreign matter should be washed out cf 
the face at night before retiring.

Customs Observed on This Fes- 
tival in the Holy Land and 
Other Remote Corners 


of the 


EHRUSGALEM, the shrine of the Chris- 
tion religion, is the great pilgrimage 
city of the world, and its Haster cele- 

bration, participated in by thousands of the 
faithful, gathered from all sections of the 
globe, is probably the most interesting and 
remarkable celebration known throughout 
the length and breadth of the civilized 
wor)ld. 

Naturally a peculiar interest attaches to 
this ceremonial, occurring on the very spot 
wiftre all the terrible scenes of the Holy 
Passion were enacted. Moreover, its divers!i- 
fied nature, the fact that several great re- 
ligious sects each celebrate its own charac- 
teristic festival, the immense concourse of 
people and the wonderful variety of dress, 
language and nationality, combine to make 
@ scene of surpassing attractiveness. 

Only those who have visited the Holy 
Land can have any adequate conception af 
Jerusalem as it appears to-day. Most 
people imagine a city of considerable size. 
of splendid architecture and general im- 
pressiveness, whereas it Is small and crowa- 
ed, and the buildings, except for the famous 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, the Mosque 
of Omar and one or two other structures, 
are small, unprepossessing, and, frequent- 
ly squalid and dirty. 

Just how great this Fastertide congestion 
is can be better understood when it is stat- 
ed that the entire city only covers 300 acres 
of ground and its population its over 40,00 
people. When It is recalled that a typical 
American village of 300 acres seldom has a 
population of more than 50, it will be seen 
just how closely the residents of the Holy 
City are crowded together. 

The houses are usually two stories in 
height, made of limestone, and there is no 
regularity in their construction in the city. 
In some places the streets are only four 
feet wide, being nothing more than alleys 
between the rows of house# It ts through 
these narrow streets that thousands of peo- 
ple wend their way to the church at Easter 
tims. 

The celebration begins with Palm Sunday, 
and four days before that time the pilgrims 
begin to arrive. They come from the wilds 
of Abyssinia, from the plains of Egypt, 
from the mountain fastnesses of Greece and 
from all over Russia, even to the borders 
of Siberia. to drop their tears upon the 
tomb of the founder of Christlanfty. 

England, France, Germany, Italy and 
Spain are also represented in the motley 
crowd and within the last decade a fair 
sprinkling of Americans has always been 
in evidence. 

The great ceremony of Palm Sunday is tne 
distribution of the palms. These are first 
blessed by the great dignitaries of the Greek 
Chureh, known as the patriarchs, and are 
then given aut to every man, woman and 
child, regwardiess of creed. The churches 
and all the public buildings are literally 
covered with the greens and a grand proces- 
gion is held, in which participate all the 
priests and civic and military dignitaries. 
Everyone carties a branch of palm and the 
patriarchs wear gorgeous costumes made of 
silks and satins and cloth of gold, and 
which fairly @elisten with jewels. 

On Holy Thursday the Latin Church cel- 
ebraies a grand mass in the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre, and the crowding of the 
thousands desirous of taking part is a 
never-to-be-forgotten sight. St. David's is 
the principal avenue of approach to the 
church, and the rush begins as early at 4 
o'clock im the morning. A company of Turk- 
sh soldiers endeavor to maintain order and 
to prevent undue crowding. 

Twenty different nations are represented 
in the throng. Mohammedans, Polish Jews 
and other heretical sects, drawn thither 
either for sight-seeing or because of busli- 
hess interests, from a considerable percent- 
aze of the passing show. 

Not less Interesting is the great throng of 
Russian peasants. 

There is an incongruous mixture of Furo- 
pean and Asiatic races, The representa- 
tives of ancient nations which once con- 
trolled the destinies of the world are found 
in this crush of surging humanity side by 
side with tourists from the western lands, 
which now hald the balance of power. 

The Chureh of the Holy Sepulchre, in 
which the great mass is held, is, beyond 
cavil, the most famous edifice connected 
with the Christian religion It is built on 
the identical spot of the Crucifixion, and 
within its sacred portals are jealously 
garded the tomb of Christ and the slab an 
which He lay during His three days’ inter- 
ment. 

This great church formed the prize for 
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Earth. 


which all the bloody wares of the Crusades 
were fought, and was built by the celebrat- 
ed Emperor Constantine. On one side it is 
connected with a chapel, built on a rock 
supposed to be Calvary, and encircling it 
are a number. of buildings, consisting of 
churches and chapels, in which assemble 
10 or 12 different denominations. The spa- 
cious court fronting the church is said to 
have been the identical standing place of 
the multitude who witnessed the sufferings 
of Christ. 

Within this court at Easter time are al- 
ways to be found great numbers of ped- 
dilers, consisting of Syrians, Bedouins and 
Greeks, selling rosaries, tapers, crosses, 
coples of the Holy Writ in all languages, 
and many other religious and Haster wares. 
Beads, brass rings and eatables and drink- 
ables are also offered for sale. 

Entering the Holy Sepulchre, the alert 
observer will notice that.the stone steps 
are warn by the countless footsteps of gen- 
erations of worshipers. Soldiers guard the 
doors and are always in attendance to pre- 
vent a reccurrence of the terrible mot of 
1834, when, owing to a quarrel as to which of 
two sects should have precedence, a fight 
occurred and 300 worshippers were suffocat- 
ed end trampled to death. In justice to the 
authorities, it must be admitted that every 
effort is made to prevent trouble, and all 
sects are given the fullest privileges of the 
church. 

The great mecca of all the Christian» is 
the stone on which it is said the body of 
Christ.rested during the entombment. This 
is situated in the center of the great audl- 
torlum and around it are constantly kept 
burning wax tapers. It is rectangular in 
shape, made of a beautiful rose-colored 
marble about eight feet long by four feet 
wide, and is raised about six inches abave 
the floor. ‘or centuries multitudes have 
journeyed to Jerusalem to prostrate them- 
selves before this sacred stone, and at Eaet- 
er time a never-ceasing procession contin- 
ually throngs up to it. 

The tomb of Christ {s another great 
shrine. It is more like a chapel than a 
sepulchre, and is covered with candles. The 
marble is yellow with age. It is entered by 
a door only about four feet high and in 
the vestibule is preserved the stone which 
was rolled from the door of Christ’s tomb 
prior to the resurrection. 

At. the right of the room, set {nto the wall. 
there is a marble slab of the purest white, 
which rests upon another slab about four 
feet high, forming a box or ledge, which 
fills one side of the roam. This box !s sup- 
posed to have been the sepulchre of Christ, 
the holiest of the holy places on the earth 
to the people of the Christian world. it is 
always filied with worshippers, who pray 
and drop their tears; and then reverently 
back their way out to give place to others. 

The festival which probably attracts the 
most attention is the Greek foot washing 
celebrated on Holy Thursday on the court 
in front of the great church. This {s in- 
tended to commemorate the washifig of 
the feet of the Apostles by Christ, after 
the Last Supper, and the head of the 
Greek Church, the partriarch, laves the feet 
of his twelve Bishops. Leng before day- 
light all points of vantage are filled by a 
motiey mixture of Mohammeredans and 
Christians, Orientals and Occidentals, and 
the stage erected for the cers mony is eager- 
ly watched by twenty thousand pairs of 
eyes. 

Heralded by solemn music the procession 
moves grandly up to the platform and the 
georgeously attired Bishops seat themselves 
in the twelve chairs. A priest brings a 
great golden pitcher and basin, and the pa- 
triarch quickly washes one foot of each of 
the Bishops, wiping them with a towel 
which has been specially blessed for the oc- 
casion. 

On Saturday the miracle of the holy fire 
occurs. According to the old Greek tradi- 
tions based on theological literature over 
fourteen centuries old holy fire is supposed 
to descend from heaven at 2 o'clock p. m. 
Saturday. In anticipation of the event al] 
lights are put out in the churches and pub- 
lic places and the night preceding the city 
is shrouded in total darkness. 

In the morning every one has a bunch of 
candies In his hand. There are 10,000 dozens 
of candles in the crowd below. and all are 
to be lighted within an hour with fire from 
heaven, as they believe. Now the cere- 
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monies begin. The Greek patriarch and his 
bishops in gorgeous dresses march three 
times round the sepulcher with banners, 
praying. They ask: God to send down the 
fire, and their march is preceded by a flag

Now a diack-hatted priest creeps along the 
roof of the chapel of the sepuichre. He 
lights the hundreds of lamps and candies 
upon its edges; and the Greek chapel be- 
yond bdiazes with thousands of colored 
lights. The lamps over the whole of the 
great church are burning, and flest-footed 
runners outsiie are carrying the holy fire 
over the country. 

The smoke comes up in great volumes and 
the afr-is perceptibly warmer. These ten 
thousand people and the thousands of lights 
in the church were al lighted by hands in 
just yeven minutes by the watoh, and within 
“Afteen minutes the fre was a over Jeru- 
salem 

The Master services consist of a Solemn 
High Maes, in which essist all the dig- 
nitaries of foretgn churohes who happen 
to be present, and which is signalized by a 
notable display of vestments and & com- 
munal service of gold, studded with gems.

diet, is of the utmost importance, 
Occasionally an indulgent mother says: 
“I let my baby eat everything she wants, 
from pickles and baked beans down to 
bon-bons, and she ‘is none the worse for 


it. And sometimes by a miracle the baby 
is apparantly none the worse for it—al- 
though the average child whose diet is 
regulated simply by its appetite soon shows 
the bad effects of such feeding. 

Study the needs of your little one. Some 
children require more fat-forming foods 
than others, some require a greater pro- 
portion of the nitrogenous. As a rule, a 
discreet blending of the two is needed both 
by children and adults. 

Children should eat lean meats properly 
cooked, eggs, milks, cheese in small quan- 
tities, cereals and and “whole wheat,”’ 
peas, beans and lentils. 

The fat-forming foods shouM be butter, 
taken at ithe temperature of the stomach, 
cream, rice, cornmeal and many vegeta- 
bles. 

In building up your child use as much 
from the vegetable world as _ possible, 
eschewing altogether animal fats, and 
using olive or cottonseed oil for frying food, 
when frying is necessary. 

Fresh salads are almost fmdispensable, 
and fresh and stewed fruits should form 
sume part of each day’s menu. Give the 
child fruit on an empty stomach rather 
than at the end of a meal. 

Plenty of pure water is also necessary. 
It should, however, never be given at meal 
time. In the morning at rising, at night 
before going to bed, and within an hour be- 
fore going to bed, and within an hour be- 
fore or after meals is the accepted time. 

Children should never eat the flesh of 
young animals, such as lamb or veal. Veal
